Ten Cent Luxury 

“Newspapers are getting to be a luxury,” grumbl¬ 
ed the visitor to Toronto on discovering that the paper 
for which he’d paid a nickel when last in the Queen 
City three years ago now cost him a dime. 

Although the comment was clearly not meant to 
be taken too. seriously, coming as it did from a young 
man who looked anything but impoverish, it/was in¬ 
structive just the same. How many Canadians, one 
.wonders, would really think their daily or weekly 
newspaper dear at a dime? 

Newspaper people know, of couse, that the fejw 
cents per copy paid by the consumer doesn’t come 
anywhere near covering the cost of production. Their 
mistake lies in assuming that this is far more gener¬ 
ally understood than in fact it is. 

A great many people do not realize that a news¬ 
paper is the one thing regularly sold at less than cost 
as a matter of deliberate policy. They are unaware of 
the fact that they can buy their newspaper for a dime 
or less only because of the income it derives from its 
advertisers; that they are, in effect, subsidized. And 
that without their advertising revenue, few, if any, 
newspapers could continue production. 

But advertising revenue fluctuates. The volume of 
advertising depends on many factors- not the least 
of which is the buoyancy of business locally and 
nationally. And while a newspaper’s advertising re¬ 
venue can enable it to absorb rising costs over a period 
of several years, it cannot do so forever. 

Publication of a newspaper is as much an econo¬ 
mic proposition as any other enterprise requiring in¬ 
vestment of money, time and a multitude of skills. 
And newspaper costs, along with those of every other 
business, have climbed steadily in recent years. 
Wages, newsprint, paper—the cost of these and other 
raw materials and services is vastly greater today 
than, say,, five years ■ago. But the price per copy has 
remained unchanged. 

Only in the past few months have newspapers in 
cities and towns across Canada begun to pass on to 
the reader a part of this huge increase in operating 
costs. Thanks to the advertising “cushion,” the price 
increase that would otherwise have been inevitable 
several years ago is only now taking place. 

And even at a dime, the newspaper is an incom¬ 
parable bargain, an indispensable link with the com¬ 
munity and world in which we live. Certainly few of 
us would find life quite the same without it.
